The purpose of the Article isto establish the guidelines to be used to govern the Full-service Forensic Crime Labora-
tory Account Administrative Program. Without rules to govern the administration of program, the grant funds cannot
be made available, awarded, or properly administered.

An explanation of the substantial change that resulted in this supplement:
The rules have been modified to ensure the grant solicitation and award process is succinct and understandable for all

potential applicants. New headings have been added that clearly delineate each the Section’s content. The Section
dealing with the administrative costs to the Commission has been removed and is addressed within the internal proce-
dures of the Commission.

The preliminary summary of the economic, small business and consumer impact:
There will not be any significant economic impact as aresult of the implementation of the proposed rules. The bene-
fits from the adoption of the rules, both quantitative and qualitative, far outweigh the potential costs.
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Costs/Benefits to implementing agency: The Arizona Criminal Justice Commission will experience a dight increase
in its supplies and services budget. The personnel budget will not be increased, siee because the management of the
grant funds will be accomplished through the use of eX|st| ng staff No sgnmcant increase in admi n|strat|ve overhead

o 3 ' ted—because the poI|C|es of the Comm|$|o
aIIow for an annual draw from the fund to Day for costs |ncurred as aresult of grant administration.

Costg/benefits to other agencies directly affected by implementation: Other state agencies will not be adversely
effected by the implementation of the rule governing awarding of grant funds. In fact, the Department of Public
Safety will be adversely effected if rules governing the distribution of the Full-service Forensic Crime Laboratory
Account are not completed in a timely manner. Siree Because the Department of Public Safety is one of only five
agencies to operate a full-service forensic crime laboratory, they-wedtd it will have a significant interest in applying
for grant funding.

The State Treasury Department will not have a significant cost increase as a result of the proposed rules. The Depart-
ment already receives and administers the Account into which these funds are deposited upon recei pt from the courts.
A dight cost increase could result from the issuance of the warrants necessary to transfer fundsto the grantees.

Costs/benefits to political subdivisions: There are five law enforcement agencies that could benefit from the distribu-
tion of the grant funds. These agencies (Department of Public Safety, Phoenix Police Department, Mesa Police
Department, Scottsdale Police Department, and Tucson Police Department) all have full-service forensic crime labo-
ratories currently in operation. |f awarded funding, they, and the communities they serve, will benefit from improved
crime laboratory operations.

There are no significant costs associated with the distribution of grant funds to these agencies. All of the agencies
have personnel aready assigned to the administration of other grants they receive. The increase costs of administer-
ing an additional grant will be in the area of supplies for the completion of the required reports. No other increased
costs are anticipated.

Costs/benefits to business: There are not any anticipated costs or benefits to private industry. Due to the small nhumber
of full-service forensic crime laboratories, increased purchases of consumable laboratory supplies will not generate a
significant increase in purchases from the agency-contracted vendors. Even the purchase of large dollar items, (i.e.:
specialized |aboratory equipment) will not generate a significant increase to the revenues received from a purchase.

The only anticipated cost could be a reduction in outsourcing the processing of biological evidence by the Phoenix
Police Department. However, it does not outsource all of its biological evidence processing. Biological evidence pro-
cessing is only outsourced on an as-needed basis. The Phoenix Police Department strives to complete all of its biolog-
ical evidence testing in-house.
